Court Denies Countess’ Motion 
to Oust Brother From Con- 
tro! of $30,000,000.

CHICAGO, Sept. 24.—Judge Sul- 
livan in Superior Court today de- 
nied a motion by Lady Marguerite 
Hyde, Countess of Suffolk and 
Berks, to oust her brother, Joseph 
Leiter, Chicago milijionaire, as a 
trustee of the $30.000,000 estate of 
their father, Levi Z. Leiter, late 
Chicago merchant. PS 

The Judge said he did not ap- 
prove all of Leiter’s actions, but 
that nothing dishonest had been 
shown, 

“No person who wants to be dis- 
honest will keep books of all his 
transactions, have them audited 
and copies made and sent to the 
other interested parties,’’ read the 
opinion. 

Commenting on testimony that 
Leiter was not competent to man- 
age the estate because he once lost 
$9,000,000 speculating in wheat, 
the Judge said: “The money was 
lost before the death of his father 
and his father knew the type of 
man he was putting in as trustee. 
If he is a speculator, his father 
knew he was one, but charged him 
with the management of his es- 
tate.” 

The Judge did not sustain the 
charge that antagonism between 
Leiter and his sister would . be 
detrimental to the estate. “Sins of 
omission are just as great as sins 
of commission,” he held. “The 
other trustees gave him (Leiter) no 
help or advice. 

“He did not ask that the other 
trustees leave this country, and the 
going of his sisters was almost like 
an abandonment of their trustee- 
ship.” 

The Baroness 
daughter of the late Marquess 
Curzon, who was Mary § Leiter, 
joined with the Countess of Suf- 
folk in bringing the suit. Others 
aligned against Leiter included 
Lady Cynthia Moseley and Lady 
Alexandra Metcalf, daughters of 
the Curzons. 

Arrayed with Leiter was his 
sister, Mrs. Nancy Carver Camp- 
bell, widow of Col. Colin C. Camp- 
bell of the British army. 

Lady Suffolk charged her broth- 
er with gross mismanagement and 
incompetence in management of 
the estate. 

Leiter contended that upon him 
had fallen the entire burden of 
management, while his _ sisters, 
joint trustees. with him, were liv- 
ing abroad, far from the scene of 
his activities in their and his own 
behalf, and free from all responsi- 
bilities. 

A distinguished array of coun- 
sel fought the suit for the count- 
ess, those who filed cross-bills and 
for Leiter. It was indicated by 
counse] that, no matter what de- 
cision Judge Sullivan rendered, the 
case would be appealed.

on conditions, income tax collec- 
tions are expected by President 
Coolidge to be as high as last year 
when a record $600,000,000 Treas- 
ury surplus was accumulated, but 
he is withholding his opinion on 
the total amount of prospective tax 


reduction possible. 

The President also believes the 
failure of the Geneva naval limita- 
tion conference will have little ef- 
fect on the prospective action in 
the drafting of a naval cruiser pro- 
gram by Congress: Furthermore, 
he feels that the American Legion’s 
proposal for a unified department 
of national defense is unfeasible 
because of opposition to it in the 
Army and Navy and in Congress. 

Despite the large income tax re- 
turns, Mr. Coolidge has been stress- 
ing in his discussions of tax re- 
vision to members of Congress that 
the collection of non-recurrent 
items by the Treasury has aided 
materially in producing a large sur- 
plus last year, but that these items 
cannot be counted upon in the fu- 
ture. Administration leaders pre- 
viously have asserted that they had 
made a preliminary estimate of a 
tax slash of $300,000,000. 

Even if the Geneva armament 
pact had been consummated, it was 
pointed out at the White House, 
the United States still would be 
faced with the necessity of buiild- 
ing up its cruiser fleet and the 
President expects work to proceed 
on the cruiser program at-+the new 
session. 

The President is said to fee] that 
it would make little difference 
whether the present two depart- 
ment system of administering the 
Army and Navy was continued or 
a unified department of national 
defense was established. It was 
shown that both the Army and 
Navy were unified in the case of 
war and if they were put together 
it would mean two assistant secre- 
taries to run each service much as 
the present system.

MOUNT VERNON, IIL, Sept. 24. 
Mrs. Elsie Sweetin was acquitted 
today of the poison murder of her 
husband, Wilford, Ina miner, by a 
jury that was out less. than ° 30 
minutes. This was her second trial. 

She briefly thanked the jurors 
for their verdict. 7 

With tears in her eyes, she ad 
vanced to the jury box, stretched 
out her hands and said: “Thank 
you, and may the blessing of God 
be upon éach of you. My life in 
the future will be stch that no 
one of you will regret this verdict. 
I thank you and God bless you, 
gentlemen, for sending me back to 
my children,” 

. She turned to the defense table 
to hug and kiss her three sons. 
Her mother, Mrs. Laura Lemke, 
sobbed. Women and men crowded 
around her to grasp her hand. 
Hand-clapping and cheers from 
many in the crowded courtroom 
greeted the verdict. | 

The case went to the jury at 
12:05 p. m.. Defense counsel had 
pleaded for “liberty or death.” 

State’s Attorney Alien, in clos- 
ing for the prosecution, demanded 
the death penalty. 

“Mrs. Sweetin asked you on the 
stand yesterday to free her or 
send her to the gallows,” Allen 
said. “If you agree with her your 
duty is plain,” 

At her first trial Mrs. Sweetin 
got a 35-year sentence and iLaw- 
rence M. Hight, then a Methodist 
preacher, was sentenced to life 
imprisonment as a party to the 
plot. ee 

While Mrs. Sweetin stood in the 
courtroom following the verdict, 
Hight, her former admirer and co- 
défendant in the first trial, was on 
his way back to the penitentlary at 
Chester.

Green described Mrs. Sweetin as 
“a poor little country girl’ who 
had become the victim of yillage 
gossip and had been forced by in- 
human treatment while she was 
physically and mentally abnormal 
to confess falsely she had poisoned 
her husband, 

Mrs. Sweetin’s own defense, told 
from the witness stand yesterday 
was that Hight had moved her to 
confess by exciting fears of mob 
violence in her. 

Green insisted her plea for 
death or to be sent back to her 
family was sincere.

| Soldier Field Thursday night that 


Gene Tunney’s arm was raised to 
mark his second victory over 
Dempsey. 

Tex Hickard, a shrewd diagnos- 
tician of public opinion, has shown 
signs of actual enthusiasm over a 
third Tunney-Dempsey fight, and 
Tunney has indicated his willing- 
ness to meet Dempsey or anyone 
else the public may think is a 
match for hin. 

May Change His Mind. 

Dempsey’s first reaction after 
the Soldier Field fight was that it 
marked the end ef his career. A 
day's seclusion and rest, with ts 
inevitable retrospection, made him 
less certuin. Today his attitude as 
reflectcd by his close associates, 
seemed to be that Jack Dempsry 
might go back to the war trail 
again—and with a vengeance. 

The picture of a new Tunnery- 
Dempsey fight is sketched in the 
comment of the three persons who 
could make such a fight possible— 
Tunney. Dempsey and Rickard. 

RICKARD: “I would be willing 
to promote another match if Jack 
would go over the same route he 
did for this one—meeting some of 
the outstanding contenders.” 

TUNNEY: “Why shouldn’t I? I 
could beat Dempsey every day in 
the week.” 

DEMPSEY: “TI still think I can 
whip him. IF am willing to meet 
him again.” 


Here’s Another Reason. 

The fourth and most vital cle- 
ment invoived in a third fight he- 
tween these two is the public 
which paid $2,658,600 for Thurs- 
day night's spectacle and which 
might be called upon for as much 
or more for a third fight.

“I 
do not, however, believe he is 
through by any means.

Wilhelm First Insulted Late 
Envoys, Calling Him One 
of Rascals of Foreign Of- 


fice. 


By the Associated Press. 
BERLIN, Sept. 24.—Baron Ago 


yon Maltzan, who yesterday lost 
his life in an airplane accident, in 
1918 was assigned to the task of 
persuading William II to sign tis 
abdication. 

He was insulted before the Em- 
peror yielded to the request, it was 


revealed -today by an intimate 
friend of the late Ambassador. who 
made a detailed entry in his diary 
immediately after the Baron’ had 
told .him of the episode. The Ba- 
ron was German Ambassador to 
the United States at the time of 
his death. 

The incident, as told to the As- 
sociated Press by this friend, was 
as follows: 

Baron von “Maltzan in November, 
1918, was First Secretary at the 
Gernian legation at The Hague 
and as such was dispatched. by 
Minister Rosen to Amerongen Cas- 
tle to obtain personally the signed 
formal renunciation of the Kaiser 
to the throne. 

For three days Baron, von Malt- 
zan was a guest of Count Ben- 
tinck, but the Emperor declined 
to receive him. ,On Nov. 28° the 


that he would pack his grip and 
return to The Hague to report to 
the Berlin Government that the 
Emperor had declined to sign the 
official renunciation, announce- 
ment of which had been’ made on 
Nov. 9 

As the Baron was about to bid 
adieu to Count Bentinck, he en- 
countered William II, who wore a 
gray field uniform, in the hall of 
the first floor of the castle. The 
exiled’ monarch ‘halted as Baron 
von" Maltzan bowed and, looking 
sharply at him, said in an injured 
voice: ‘ “You, too, belong to the 
rascals of the Foreign Office who 
cheated and lied to,me. through- 
out my reign.” 

Baron Maltzan . replied: “I beg 
pardon, but ag far as I am. con- 
cerned I do not deserve this re- 
proach, May I respectfully remind 
you of the observations I made to 
you in 1914 on my return from 
Pekin when I pointed out Ger- 
many’s wrong policy in Eastern 
Asia?’ Furthermore it was I who, 
as representative of the foreign of- 
fice on Germany's eastern front, as 
early as the summer of 1917.at 
Vilna pointed out' the necessity of 
@ separate peace with Russia.” 
The former Kaiser reflected for 
several minutes on these words and 
then shook hands with the Baron, 
saying: “Come with me into my 
study—-you are to have my renun- 
ciation.”
